T MORRISON'S TARIFF BILL.
A GLANCE AT ITS PROVISIONS,

HOW 1T WOULD AFFICT THE LEADING INDUSTRIES
OF THE COUNTRY,

Wasmyaros, Feb, 4, —Chairman Morrison eased
pismind of a great burden to-day. Assoon as the
tariff bill offered by him had been read and re-
forred to lus commitiee, his countenance hright-
aned visibly, and during the remainder of the day
be talked freely about the measore, Arrangoments
were at once made by him and Mr. Hewitt to have
the Treasury experts cipher ont the schedules, so a8
{0 show in parallel colamns the present rate of duty
on each article, the amount of revenue derived

therefrom, the rate proposed by the mew
bill, and the rate according  to  the
act of March 2, 1861 Colonel Marrison

does not expect that the Commiitee will begin the
considerstion of the bill until next week, He snid
to-day that he estimated the reduction proposed by
tho bill as it now stands at a fraction under 17 per
cent on the entire list, This estimate may or may
not be boone ont by careful computations, The
ouly schedules which escape are lignors aud silk
aud silk goods.
WHAT THE PILL REALLY MEANS,

The bill may justly be described as one to destroy
the salt industry of the United States; to wipe out
ihe American pottery industry; to demolish im-
portant manufactories of glass; to destroy the lead
and copper mining industries; to redunece the
wages of cosl miners and iron miners,
as  well as  the wages of operatives
§n cotton and woollen mills, iron furnaces and roll-
tng mills, and in nearly every other branch of irom
and steel manufacture : to oppress the rice-growers
of South Carolina and Georgia; to depress th_o
wages of laborers on the sugar plantations and in
the sugar mills of Louisiaua, snd to eliminate
wool-growing  from the list of productive
industries iu the United States, It provides that
the reduction of 20 per cent skall apply to salt, to
unpolished cyhnder, crown and common window,
and to unsilvered, polished plute-glass exceeding
twenty-four by slxty inohes in gize, whether or not
such reduction carries the rute below the rate im-
posed by the tarifi of March 2,1861. In other cases no
rate is to bs reduced below the rate imposed by
that act, which Colonel Morrison takes cara to de-
soribe as the * Morrlll tarlf.”

80ME COMPARISONS,

The bill from which that set was produced was
futroduced in Mareh, 1860, long months before the
mutterings of cofvil war were heard, amd
it becaws a law Defore Abraham Lincoln
was inaugurated  President; it  zeplaced
the free trade tariff of 1857 under which the Gov-
ernment had plunged intobankruptey in a time of
peace. Theact of 1861 fmposed an average rate of
about 2 per cent vn the entire importations, and
Celonel Morrison sayshe does not for the presont
propose to go below that rate, except upon
tbe articles Dbeforo mentioned. He does
go further, howaver, on  soma itema,
Jute butts, for example, are put on the free list,
The act of March 2 imposed a duty of $5 per ton,
which is the present rate—the last Congress having
reduce the duty 18 2-8 per cent, Bituminous coal
and shale also go on the free list, whereas in 1501
the duty was $1 per ton and the preseut rate
is only 75 cents per ton. The present
rate on coal stock or cubn is 30 cents per ton; in
1861 the rato was 35 par cent ad valoram, and in
1840, 30 per cont ad vulorem. This bill puts it on
the free list, Bristles also go to the free list; in
1846 the rato was 5 per cent ad valorem, and in
1861, 4 cents per pound. Among the other articles
which the Lill sonds to the fres list are ores of
fron, lead, copper and niekel. In 1801 the rate on
gopper ove was 5 por cent ad valorem, and the rate
on lime 10 per cent. The latter now goes to tha
froc list, as also do eponges, on which the rate was
10 per cent in 1861,

RELUCTIONS IN SCHEDULE A,

Among the reductions proposed in Scheduls A.—
sheamical products—ure anda ash, from Yyto1-5of|a
eent per pound, upon which duties to the amount of
§605,127 were collected m 1852 soda caustio,
from 1 cont to I cent per ponnd, on which
253,153 in doties was paid in 15823 coal tar
eolora or dyes from 35 per cent nd valorem to 29
per cont ad valorem, on which duties amounting
to 1,047,400 were paid in 1852,

The Inst Congress redneed the duty enthese colors
from 50 cents per vonud plns 45 per cent ad va-
L ovem, and redueed the doty on caustio soda from
11 cents 1o 1 cent per pound, I this bill earrier
the total reduction on the latter articls Iu one year
will amonut to nearly 47 ln-r cent,

Nowhere in the bill is the fine disernmination ex-
ercised in its prepuration betier displayed than in
the ttem of “opinm prepared for smoking.” This
im an article upon which a high rate of duty has
always been fposed, in order to disconrage its im-
partation, and when the last Congress mereased the
rate from®6 to#10 per pound no objection was raised
by anybody.  The new hill reduces the duty to
g5 per pound. This may Lave heen the result of
al uneconseions 'hlul|r,uniul'ﬂn||ri-l|. hut it neatly il-
Justrates the utility of horizoutal methods in tarid
Tegislation, The 20 per cent ent reduces the rate
on decorated china, poreclain, ete, from 60 per
cent to 4% per gent und on plaan chiva, earthen-
ware, ofc, from 65 per cent to 44 per cent, The
amonat of duties collected on these articles, re-
speetively, in 1552, w as®1,037.853 and $1,775,204,

DEALING WITH THE METAL SCHEDULR.

The bill containg a proviso that no duty in the
mictuls sehiedule shall execed 50 per cent od valo-
yern o its equivalent.

A BLOW AT FARMERS AND FLANTERS.

The sugar planters of Louisiana and the rice
growers of Georgia and South Caroling are alike
remombered. The rate on sugar is ent from 1 40-
100 cents per pound to 1 12-100 cents, aud wolasses
from 4 aud 8 cents per gallon to 3 2-100 and 6 4-10
centy, while the duty on eleaned rice, which was
reduced last year from 213 cents to 214 cents
per pound, is still further cut to 15-10 cents
per pound, a total reduction of 28 per cent.

MR, CONVERSE BACKS DOWN,
1T DOES NOT MAKE 115 THREATENED DEMONSTRA-
110X 1IN FAVOR OF HIS WOOL BILL.

WasmxGTON, Feb, 4.—The quality of Congress-
man Converse's courage seems to be exactly
like that which distinguished * Fighting
Bob”  Aeres. Mr, Converse came to Wash-
ington in December with a copy of the
wool plank of the Qhio Democratic platform in his
pocket. Frequently gince the session began has he
placed on the records of the House memorials and

petitions from his State, asking for a res
toration of the old duties on wool; he
has  roceived  many letlers  on the

same subject imploring him to do his duty, and he
has replied to all that he was just that kind of a

man,

As an earnest of hia good intentions he took early
oceasion to offer a bill to restore the wool dutics.
It was consigned to the tender mercies of Congress-
man Hurd, of the Ways and Means Commit-
tes, Mr, Converse then declared with great
bolduess thut at the first  opportunity
Le would ask the House to suspend its rules,
vescue his bill from the hostile clutohes of the Ways
and Means Committee and pass it, To-day was set
for this performance, but it did not come off. Mr.
Converse had received the Speaker’s promise of recog-
nition, but when the critical moment arrived the
(hio statesmau was found wanting, He did not
move from his seat, and there wasa marked de-
sire on the part of the Democrats to ad-
journ_ns early as ible, The rteport of
the Committes on Rules, for instance, has been
for four days in Mr. Randall's pocket, and _ecould
have beeu presented at any other time, The Demo-
cratio leaders did not wish to have their party to

o ta pieces on the day of the introdunetion of the
git!trimn tariff bill. ’l‘zhe greatest efforts were mado
to induce Converse not to make his motion as to
wool, and those efforts were successful, He yielded
to the bulldozers.

LYNCHED BY MASKED MEN.

AN OII0 BRAKEMAN MYSTERIOUSLY KILLED—THE
CRIME PROMPTLY AVENGED,

FORCIBLY TAREN FROM TUE MAGISTRATE.

While the examination was In progress, twelve silent,
stendy, masked men walked up the railroad track from
Carning to Rendyille, a distance ot sbout two miles, went
to the magistrate’s office, forcibly entered and took
charge of the aeccused men, put o rope around the neck
of the young man, holsted him, and asked him to confesa,
Heo aad lie did not kill Clifford, but that his father was

the guilty one, The elder Hiokey was then drawn 3
twice and Jet down, Each the the maskers command
1itm to confess; but each time he protested his innocence,
He was deawn up the third time, sud his body dangled in
the alr until life was extinct, Tho maskers then moved
quickly off in the direction of Corning.

A PROCESSION TO THE WINDSOR HOTEL—THFE ICE
PALACE ILLUMINATED,

Moxthear, Feb, 4,—The Winter Carnival
opened  here  this  morning under  the
brightest anspices so far os the weather was
concerned, as it was propitions and seasonable,
Ihe ecity is gayly decorated with flags.
